Ldmonton high schooler Dylan Chevalier 
has one reminder for Jason Kenney: 
“Being outed by someone else is prob¬ 
ably the worst thing you can do for an 
LG BTQh person." 

The IS-year-old 
president of Boss Shep¬ 
pard high school's gay- 
straight alliance (GSA| 
was reacting Wednes¬ 
day to Kenney's remarks 
suggesting parents be 
informed if their kids 
joined a GSA — unless there's evidence 
of “threats or abuse " at home. 

“There's a reason you don’t tell 
certain people," explained Chevalier. 
“Yon can't really determine whether 
the parents will be abusive, can you? 

“Letting parents know that an indi¬ 


vidual is joining a GSA is outing that 
kid regardless...,. You need to make sure 
you'll be safe if you come out. H 

The furor over the Progressive Con¬ 
servative leader's comments came after 
Kenney told the Calgary Herald, “Parents 
have a right to know what’s going on 
with their kids in schools. 

"i don't think it's right to keep secrets 
front parents about challenges their kids 
are going through.... If there was any 
indication of threats or abuse, then of 
course you wouldn't share that infor¬ 
mation with the parents." 

On Wednesday morning, Kenney 
posted on his Kacebook page that his 
comments were being 
twisted out of context 
and the “best interests 
and safety of children 
must be paramount" in 
such decisions. 

“Some are falsely 
claiming that 1 want to 
force schools to L out’ children to their 
parents," Kenney said. “This simply is 
not true. 1 have never said this, nor do 
I believe it." 

Ke nney said he hits “trust" that school 
officials can "exercise their judgment" 
for each individual case.

Alberta’s NDP government is 
under lire for falling short on 
promises to create a province 
wide school breakfast program. 

A group of University of 
Alberta grad students tailed 
Student Advocates for Pub¬ 
lic Health (SAPHj urged the 
province Wednesday to fulfill 
its 2014 campaign pledge to 
spend £6tl million to help feed 
low-income children. 

Alberta committed SiO mil¬ 
lion in its latest budget for ele¬ 
mentary lunch programs at 40 
school boards — but the group 
pointed out that's £50 million 
less than the initial pledge. 

,L At a minimum, we'd love 
to see the government commit 
that £60 million,* said .Alexan¬ 
dra Kanters, a public health 
grad student with the U of A. 
"But what we'd like to see, ul¬ 
timately, is a universal school 
foods strategy in Alberta.* 

Studies have shown dramat¬ 
ic improvements in grades and 
graduation rates when kids and 
Leens have breakfast, including 


reductions in suspensions and 
sick days, according to the Can¬ 
adian Child and Youth Nutri¬ 
tion Program Network. 

Scott Hall — a teacher who 
helps with a student-run. K-12 
breakfast and lunch program 
in the Ermineskin Schools in 
Maskwacis — said the pro¬ 
gram goes beyond ensuring 
full stomachs. 

“It's really about serving 
their community." he said, 
referring to the students who 


prepare the meals every day. 
""Phey're learning a whole 
bunch of skills they wouldn’t 
have normally learned." 

Hall said the school provides 
meals at a cost of 72 cents per 
student per day. 

“We'd need about £100 or 
£120 million to bring this prov¬ 
ince-wide,* he said. “But the 
benefits of that is Albertans 
are saving thousands of dol¬ 
lars (in grocery costs)." 

In response to grad student 


group's push. Education Minis¬ 
ter David Eggen re-iterated the 
government's current and past 
commitments, which included 
£3.5 million on a pilot lunch 
project for 14 school boards. 

“Our government knows 
that students can’t focus on 
learning if they’re focusing on 
being hungry," he said in an 
emailed statement. “We will be 
sharing more details about the 
next phase of the |.£ 10 million] 
program next week."

“We as a commun¬ 
ity came together 
pretty strongly 
around the Syrian 
work with about SO 
stakeholders in Ed- 



and federal governments if 
there are gaps. 

Milton Ortega, executive 
director of the Alberta Associa¬ 
tion of Immigrant Settlement 
and Integration Agencies, told 
Metro his agency has so far 
seen “no proof" of a noticeable 
increase in refugee claimants 
seeking help from member 
agencies here. 

Nonetheless, spumed by re¬ 
cent media coverage of an in¬ 
flux of border-crossers braving 
the cold to walk illegally into 
Manitoba and Quebec hum the 
U.S., Ortega said settlement 
agencies in Alberta are closely 
watching the situation here. 

And since Febru¬ 
ary, his and other 
agencies have been 
meeting regularly 
to ensure they are 
prepared should it 
happen.

Many newcomers arrive in 
Canada with very little in the 
way of material po ssessions — 
but they haven't forgotten the 
recipes of home. 

■Sharing food is often the 
first connection people make 
to a new community, according 
to Laura Kogerson, the owner 
of Breadlove Artisan Bakehouse 
and Bread School 

That's why she’s starting a 
new bread making course for 
13 new Ldmontonians. 

Make Jt, Bake 3t, Grow is a 
six-week program for 13 men 
and women from countries 
like iiomnlia, Sudan, Syria. 
Lebanon, Iraq and Colombia. 


•Students will learn how to take 
a food-focused idea and bring 
it to market. 

“I call it creating entrepre¬ 
neurs wiEhout borders. Well 
help develop products and take 
it for a trial run at a pop-up 
market and then six weeks at 
the St. Albert Farmers' Market* 
says Kogerson. 

"These people want to share 
their culture and Eheir native 
foods—breads, sausages, rata- 
touilles, pastries—and at the 
same time learn English, food 
production, safety and selling 
skills, budgeting and more.” 

Volunteer translators will 
work with participants through 
the program, which is being 
supported by she City of Ed¬ 
monton and non-profits like 
1000 families, Boyle Street 
Community Sendees and Kis¬ 
sel I Centre. 

"In northeast Edmonton, 
we're always trying to enrich 
communities and build rela¬ 
tion ships.'" says Marilyn Mc¬

where the class is located. 

“People with culinary skills 
and entrepreneurial ideas may 
face barriers and not know haw 
to begin.

CRIME 

Police ask 
for help in 
death case 

A year after the still-unsolved 
double homicide of a couple in 
a southwest neighbourhood, 
Edmonton Police are asking 
for the public's help. 

Irfan Qnreshi and Suzanne 
Tran were killed by gunshots at 
a duplex on 213 Street in March 
of 2016. Felice are releasing 
a surveillance tape showing 
a suspect vehicle — a small, 
dark-coloured GM SUV — at 
the scene on the night of the 
crime in hopes it will trigger 
someone's memory. 

EPS spokesperson Scott Pat- 
tison said the ongoing investi¬ 
gation needs concrete leads to 
proceed, and though the tape 
is only a ‘scrap of evidence', it 
may lead to a break in the case. 

“It's an opportunity on be¬ 
half of the family to make a 
plea, publicly. The family is 
still in shock over what hap¬ 
pened. They're living in a rela¬ 
tive nightmare, and are hoping 
there's evidence that comes 
forward," said Pattison. 

“I look at his photo daily and 
talk to him,” Nazirna Qureshi, 
Irian's mother, said.

Advocates worry 
over impact of 
feds' proposed 
bike trail 

It sounds like a no-brainer — 
a bike trail alongside a world- 
famous scenic highway through 
two of Canada's best-loved na¬ 
tional p;nics. 

But Harks Canada documents 
shtiw the proposed trail down the 
Icefields Parkway between Banff 
and Jasper raises a host of compli¬ 
cations. from damage to wildlife 
habitat to safety concerns and 
increased development pressure. 

“It might sound tike an inno¬ 
cent trail, but it also comes with 
other considerations. 1 ' said Alison 
Ronson of the Canadian Parks 
and Wilderness Society, which 
has opposed the current proposal.

“A detailed impact analysis 
will be undertaken to ensure 
that Parks Canada has a clear 
understanding of the potential 
environmental impacts of the 
project and can address any risks 
or adverse consequences," she 
said in an email. 

Environmental groups have 
expressed concerns. 

Documents obtained under 
freedom-of-information legisla¬ 
tion by researcher Ken Rubin and 
provided to Ihe Canadian Press 
suggest Parks Canada officials 
have some of the same qualms. 

The trail would lead through 
critical habitat for bats, olive¬ 
sided flycatchers and two species 
at risk— the mountain caribou 
and the whitebark pine. 

Champagne said the trail 
would be aligned to prevent 
disturbance to the pines.

Climate change is pulling the 
environmental rug out from 
under the great majority of 
the parks and protected areas 
in North America, federal re¬ 
search suggests. 

Marc-Andre Parisien. of the 
Canadian forest Service, is a 
co-author of a paper that stud¬ 
ies how shifts in climate are 
causing ecological regions in 
conserved areas to move, 

'The climates that are in 
western Montana and the pan¬ 
handle of Idaho and pails of 
Colorado are eventually going 
to be in Banff National Park," 
he said. 

That means the temper¬ 
ature, precipitation, moisture 
and grownng season that de¬ 
fine Banff now will be pu shed 
out. Canadian parks are likely 
to be most heavily ELffected, 
he said. 

But changes are already hap¬ 
pening, he said. Forests in the 
Edmonton area have already 
begun to change in response 
to a shifting climate.

Coal production hits 
three-decade low 


The National Energy Board 
says Canadian coal production 
dropped to a three-decade low 
last year as demand waned. 

Production came in at fi0.4 
million tonnes, a 12 per cent 
decline since 2013, and well off 
the peak of about 79 million 
tonnes reached in 1997, the 
NEB said Wednesday. 

About half of Canadian pro¬ 
duction is thermal coal used 
in power generation, which 
is expected to see a steady de¬ 
cline as the country moves to 
largely phase out coal-fired 
power plants by 2930. 

The NEB expects that by 
2040 coal production will drop 
to 34 million tonnes, with al¬ 
most all remaining produc¬ 
tion focused on higher-qual¬ 
ity metallurgical coal used to 
make steel. 

Ottawa is working to phase 
out coal-fired power plants as 
part of its plan to reduce green¬ 
house gas emissions. 

The federal government is 
looking to have 90 per cent 
of Canada's electricity comes 
from non-emitting sources by 
2039. 


Ontario was one of the first 
jurisdictions in North America 
to eliminate coal as a source of 
electricity generation when it 
phased it out in 2014. 

.Alberta has also announced 
plans to gradually phase out its 
coal-fired power plants. 

Bucking the trend, the Cline 
Group restarted thermal coal 
production at the Donkin mine 
in Cape Breton earlier this 
month after a 15-year hiatus. 

Gn Tuesday. U.S. President 
Donald Tramp signed an exec¬ 
utive order reversing many 
of former president Barack 
Obama's climate change poli¬ 
cies. including emissions lim¬ 
its on coal-fired power plants, 
in an effort to boost the LLS. 
coal industry, 

Teck Resources Ltd. said 
Wednesday that winter weath¬ 
er, transportation issues and 
lower sales affected coal pro¬ 
duction in January and Feb¬ 
ruary, but that it still expects 
to produce 27 to 28 million 
tonnes of metallurgical coal 
this year to make up the bulk 
of Canadian production.

There are times when Emman- 
uela Eringi. switches into pan it 
mode — like when phone lines 
are cut off and she’s unable to 
reach her relatives in South 
Sudan.

She’s especially concerned 
about her wheelchair-bound 
grandmother who has diabetes 
and lives on her own in a country 
ravaged by constant interethnic 
conflict and a famine crisis. 


“She can't even get access to 
health care because there are 
no clinics," she said, adding 
that many others have died from 
lack of health care and food. "It 
has become so normal to hear 
people talk about losing a family 
member, as if death is something 
that's just supposed to happen.

Police officers. Muslim youths 
and hundreds of others linked 
hands Wednesday on West¬ 
minster Bridge Eo honour the 
four people who died in an at¬ 
tack that started on the span 
a w r eek earlier. 

The bridge fell silent at 2:10 
p.m. to mark the moment 
when Khalid Masood. began 
mowing dow r n pedestrians, 
killing three. Masood then 
fataliy stabbed a policeman 
in a courtyard on the grounds 
of Parliament. 

Police say Masood. a native 
Briton* was inspired by extrem¬ 
ist ideology, but that there’s no 
evidence he had direct links to 
the Islamic State group or al- 
Qaida. One 30-year-old man re¬ 
mains in custody; a second man 
was released without charge 
Wednesday.

ASTRONOMY 

Better-th an - 
normal chance 
to see aurora 
borealis now 

Canadians may be treated to 
an unexpected light show this 
week, according Eo the Weather 
Network. 

In a Twitter moment posted 
on Tuesday, the Weather 
Network said “all of Conn da has 
a chance to see the Aurora Bor¬ 
ealis.* 

"If you have clear skies over 


the next few nights, try to get 
outside and somewhere dark,” 
the Twitter moment read. 

People from across Canada, 
ranging from Strathmore. Alta,. 
to Prince Albert, &ask., to Thun¬ 
der Bay, Out, posted photos on 
Twitter of the northern lights, 
which were visible Monday 
nigbt. 

And the aurora borealis could 
be visible as far south as the 
Great Lakes, according to the 
Weather Network. 

The northern lights "appear as 
a result of activity on the sun's 
surface,” according to Kandy 
Attwood, executive director for 
The Koval Astronomical Society 


of Canada. 

“It releases highly energetic 
particles through its solar winds 
which interact with our magnetic 
field and atmosphere." Rachel 
Ward-Maxwell, a researcher-pro 
grammar in asttonomy and space 
sciences with the Ontario Science 
Centre said. 

“If the sun is particularly 
active that can result in a spec¬ 
tacular light show for us.' r 

This week's light show is be¬ 
cause of a crack in the sun's 
atmosphere known as a cor¬ 
onal hole, according to Yvette 
Cendes. a PhD student in 
astronomy at the University of 
Toronto. 


This allows for more particles 
to “stream through than usual, 
triggering the northern lights.” 

“For the next few days, the 
hole is pointed towards Earth 
hut as the sun rotates, it's going 
to be rotated somewhere else, 
not directly at us." Cendes said. 

“The lights will likely look 
green in colour," Ward-Maxwell 
said. “Why not take the oppor¬ 
tunity to go out and look at the 
slaesV It's a very rare event. Most 
people don't get the opportun¬ 
ity to see it 

“Even if you don't get to see 
the northern lights, you still get 
to enjoy a starry night sky. H

Another Halifax taxi driver faces sex assault charges

The credibility and drinking hab¬ 
its of a young woman involved 
in u taxi sexual assault case were 
allied into question Wednesday, 
although the Crown said any in¬ 
consistencies on “minute details" 
were understandable with hours 
of cross-examination, and the 
case is not about whether she 


was intoxicated. 

Saher H. Hamdan appeared 
at Halifax, provincial court for 
a day-long sexual assault trial, 
related to events from July 15, 
2016. The court heard Hamdan 
picked up the young woman and 
drove her to a friend's house in 
Halifax, where the complain¬ 
ant said Hamdan told her the 
payment system was down and 
needed to be re-started, offered 
her a cigarette, touched her leg 


a few times without her consent, 
reached between her legs to pull 
a latch and slide back her seat, 
she heard the door lock, and he 
asked if he could kiss her, before 
her friend tapped on the window 
and she left the cor. 

“1 was terrified,” the com¬ 
plainant said in her testimony 
Wednesday. 

Tm not that big. I'm 19 years 
old, and 1 was sitting in the front 
seat of a cab that! was supposed 


to be able to trust.’' 

The Hamdan case conies less 
than a month after judge Gregory 
Leneharis derision to acquit taxi 
driver Bossom Al-Rawi of sexually 
assaulting a passenger who was 
passed out in his cab drew na¬ 
tional attention. 

Hamdan turned himself in to 
police after a press release went 
out on July 21 and voluntarily 
identified himself as the driver. 
He did not testify Wednesday. 


Judge Michael Sherar said a 
written brief from the defence 
would be needed relating to the 
complainant's credibility and 
whether her sexual integrity was 
violated, with a possible Crown 
response, and pushed ahead the 
matter until a transcription of 
the complainant's testimony 
could be made. 

The matter will return June 
9 for the brief, and to likely set 
dates for Sherar’s derision.

A Calgary couple is upset that a 
touching photo of the first mo¬ 
ments their premature son was 
held by his mother has been 
used by a Canadian website to 
“fear monger” 

Jessica Gollinsnngave birth to 
Hugo prematurely in 2015. Mike 
Eunitt, Collinson's partner and 
Hugo's dud, said the photo used 
by BabyGaga.com was actually 
a screenshot of a video Burritt 
submitted to Kacebook group 
Love What Matters. 

Burritt said since 2015 they 
have had the video under copy¬ 
right with a media company and 
are usually informed of its use. 

Burritt said BabyGaga.com 
used it “totally out of context,” as 
the main photo for their article 
“15 Signs Mom-To-Be Might Go 
Into Preterm Labour.'' 

“When ! first saw it 1 was 
pretty outraged,' 1 he said. “We 
wanted to use it to be inspiring 
... and not use it as a scare tactic 
for pregnant women.” 

David Kelicissimo. with Baby- 
Gaga.com's parent company Vul- 
net Inc., said they own some 
“very well known major online 
editorial brands" and have li¬ 
cences with various partners 
such as .AT Imogen He said there 
are also “other issues at play" 
including "fair use.”

CHANTAL HEBERT ON THE TORIES' LEADERSHIP RACE 

* There is little doubt that 

the choice of a polarizing 
leader, one who is 
unloved by his caucus to 
boot, would shrink the 
Conservative tent to the 
■ Liberals' advantage. 


Now that deadline has passed 
for Conservative rivals to sign 
up new members for the May 
leadership vote, here are a 
handful of observations on the 
fluid stale of play in the battle 
for Stephen Harper's succes¬ 
sion: 

1. There are still 14 names 
on the Conservative ballot, but 
a consensus is emerging that 
the must-watch list is down to 
five. That may be a generous 
number. The names on the 
list are Kevin O'Leary, Maxi me 
Bernier. Kelly Leitch, Erin 

OToole and Andrew Scheer. 

For different reasons and to 
varying degrees, the first three 
are polarizing figures whose 
signature policies divide the 
party and have moderate ap¬ 
peal, to put it mildly, within 
the caucus of 97 MPs. 

O’Leary and Bernier are the 
presumed front-runners. 

But they may not be the 
second or third choice of 
enough Conservatives to go 
the distance. 

That is even more true of 
Leitch. You either like her 
'Ifump-style approach to immi¬ 
gration issues a lot or dislike it 
intensely. There is no middle 
ground 

OToole and Scheer are 
locked in a battle to be the fell 
back candidate. That battle has 
been picking up speed over 
the past few weeks. 

2. I [arper’s succession could 
have turned into a battle- 
by-proxy between the two 
factions that resumed their 
cohabitation within a reuni¬ 
fied Conservative party over 
his decade in power. The old 
divide between former Tories 

O'Leary and 
Bernier are the 
presumed 
front-runners. 


and ev-Reformers could have 
resurfaced over the yearlong 
leadership campaign. 

That is not happening. 

Or, at least, it is not happen¬ 
ing i n a defining way. 

None of the presumed 
front-runners has emerged 
as a stalking horse for one or 
Other of the two tactions. If 


anyth ing, some of the Leading 
figures on both sides of the 
Conservative schism of the 
recent past are looking beyond 
the front-runners for a pos- 
sihle successor to 1 iarper. 

From bis new niche as 
Alberta's Tory leader, Jason 
Kenney used an editorial 
board meeting wi th Fosrmedia 
this week to want Conserva¬ 
tive members against Q’l.eary. 

I le says the neality-TV star is 
unqualified to lead the federal 
party. 

On Tuesday, former Progres¬ 
sive Conservative leader Peter 
MacKay showed up at a fund 
raising event for Ontario MP 
Erin OToofe. 

Neitber Kenney nor MacKay 


has had a kind word for the 
identily-driveil i rmnigratLon 
polities promoted by leitch. 

3. If it were up to the Con¬ 
servative caucus, neither 
0’leary, nor Bernier (nor 
leitch) would succeed Harper. 
A majority of Quebec MPs 
have declined to back Bernier. 
Most of them oppose his bid 


to end supply management 
in the dairy industry and his 
contention that the federal 
government should not have 
helped the auto industry at the 
time of the global economic 
crisis or, more recently, aero¬ 
space giant Bombardier. 

In the battle for caucus 
endorsements, OToole and 
Scheer have the leading roles. 
Whether that will help either 
of them bridge The distance 
from second to the top tier 
is an open question. But, for 
many MPs, the choice at this 
juncture seems to hinge on 
which of those second-tier can 
didnres has the best chance of 
coming up the middle. 

4. As they watch pa il of the 


Conservative establishment 
scramble to prevent Oleary 
from parlaying his celebrity 
status into the leader’s job, the 
Liberals and the NDF have no 
cause to be smug about their 
own selection process, They 
are not immune to ail O’Leary- 
style stunt. 

At least die Conservatives, 
by giving each riding equal 
weight iti the leadership vote, 
have some safeguards in place 
to make it harder f or a social 
media rock star to turn his or 
her following into a flood of 
supporters. 

The New Democrats elect 
their leader through the 
universal suffrage of their 
members, without distinc¬ 
tion of region or riding. It Is 
not necessary to become a 
ftillrfledged party member to 
participate in a Liberal leader¬ 
ship vote. It is enough to be a 
sympathizer 

Under a straight one-mem¬ 
ber-one vote leadership for¬ 
mula, O'Leaty, whose main 
asset in tills- campaign lias 
been name recognition, might 
have a bigger lead on the com¬ 
petition than he does under 
the weighted Conservative 
process. 

5. There Is little doubt that 
the choice of a polarizing lead¬ 
en one who is unloved by Ms 
caucus to boot, would shrink 
the Conservative tent to the 
Liberals' advantage. 

Anyone who covered the 
near-implosion of die Can¬ 
adian Alliance under Stockwell 
Day 15 years ago lias first¬ 
hand knowledge of the perils 
of electing a leader who is 
not equipped to command or 
keep the respect of'his or her 
caucus.

9. When you mistake her 
for the other black woman at 
work, she will be comforted 
to know that you “meant the 
other one." 

10. Nuw that there are two 
of them, it may seem as iflhey 
are only interested in talking 
to you about hair. Get to know 
your black female colleagues 
more during informal conver¬ 
sations about Africa, basket¬ 
ball. Barack Obama and that 
lime you saw someone who 
might have been Denzel Wash¬ 
ington but wasn’t. 

11. Help them (Fatima and 
Gloria? Gladys and Phyllis? It’s 
an F-sound Lind a G-sound..,) 
with their careers! Point them 
to opportunities suited to their 
skills, like typing courses. 

More advanced opportunities 
like travelling for work should 
be saved for Robert Winding 
field, the intern who could 
really use the experience. 

12. When Flora and Galad- 
riel (confirm with HR) com¬ 
plain you’ve promoted Robert 
while they have Master's de¬ 
grees, disarm with charm by

Here he is close to 
his teenage son. actor Percy 
Hynes White, and to his own 
acting work on film and tele¬ 
vision. For shows 
like Eyewitness 
and Orphan Black. 

But come mid- 
May. the itch hits 
and the author 
heads for the 
road back home 
to Newfound¬ 
land. Except for 
last year, when 
he was already 
on the ferry, and 
got a call for a , 
last-minute gig 
back in Ontario. ' 

“When you 

come from Newfoundland, 
which has a small population, 
the industries are not huge so 
there’s only so far you ca n go. 
You can’t just be one thing in 
Newfoundland," says the multi¬ 
talented Hynes, who is also 
a Filmmaker, musician and a 
playwright. 

Right now, Hynes is taking 
a break in Dallas to chaperone 
Percy, who was cast in the new 
Marvel X-Men television ser¬ 
ies. But when he arrives back 
on the Rock, Hynes gets on 
his motorcycle and heads to 
his small house in the woods. 
“Newfoundlanders always have 
a tendency to go home. We

Down to the Dirt. Hynes has 
gained an international reputa¬ 
tion as a bad boy of Canadian 
literature, thanks to his tough, 
violent protagonists, all anti- 
heroes with a predilection for 
booze, drags and destructive re¬ 
lationships. His new book, We’ll 
All Be Burnt in Our Beds Some 
Night, remains in the milieu of 
his other novels, recognizable 
for its immersive colloquial lan¬ 
guage and darkly comic situa¬ 
tions (an accidental hot tub 
enema is most memor- 
ablej. Here. Johnny 
Keough is awaiting 
trial for the assault 
of his girlfriend. 
Madonna, who he 
claims ran into a 
teapot he was hold¬ 
ing while making “a 
run at him." When 
Madonna doesn't ap¬ 
pear at court — turns 
out she was the vic¬ 
tim of an unrelated 
fatal accident — a 
bean broken J ohnny 
takes off on a road 
trip to British Colum¬ 
bia to scatter her ashes on what 
he believes was her favourite 
beach (even if he doesn't exEicdy 
remember its name]. 

Although this novel marks 
the first time one of Hynes' 
protagonists has ventured off 
the island, Newfoundland is 
still the book's beating heart. 
Hynes obselves a small, raw 
slice of a culture that won’t 
appear in tourism ads or Broad¬ 
way musicals, but one that is 
universal to hardscrabble small¬ 
town life. Hynes says this book 
was his toughest challenge to 
date and admits that in the 
past he’s received pressure to

tiy a different style or setting to 
avoid a reputation as el “regional 
writer.” But, despite the book's 
travelling narrator, he hasn't 
backed down. 

"Why can't I have Newfound¬ 
land Etnd set my writing in ei 
place that 1 love? 

Hynes may not be done with 


writing about home, but he 
does betieve that Johnny may be 
the last of his badass characters. 

" The story is not auto-bio¬ 
graphical. though elements 
certainly are, and I maintain 
it's emotionally true." he says. 
"1 figure I’m not in it to make 
millions, I'm in it to communi¬ 


cate what is true to me and a 
lot of themes and issues that 
have come up in my own life 
remain important to me on 
some level.

The crucifix statue at Father 
Luke's (Scotl Thompson! Sud¬ 
bury church fell and cracked. 
The timing is auspicious, since 
Luke just helped his parishioner 
Maria (Jennifer Dale) tell her 
slacker son Sa! (Dylan Taylor) 
that he's the second coming of 
Christ, father Luke’s assistant 
Kujani (Priya Rajaratnam) re¬ 
turns from the hardware store 
with paint to repair the statue. 

"Dark tan paint?” Luke asks. 

“Since we're repainting him, 
w hy not use a shade that's 
more reflective of the truth? 1 " 
she counters. 

He launches into a discourse 
about how people prefer to re¬ 
member Elvis Presley its hand¬ 
some rather than fat. 

"So a historically accurate 
dark-skinned Jesus is o (fensive 
and bard to look at, whereas 
the manufactured white ver¬ 
sion is more paiatable and 
pleasing to the eye?" Kujani 
asks. 


“Exactly," Luke says. “Now 
please go back to the store and 
get me some fles h-toned pain t. 
My flesh tone." 

It 's a Sudbury Sunday mor¬ 
ning here, as boser Sal strug¬ 
gles to do good works. His 
idea of that may be taking a 
homeless man to a rub-and-tug 
parlor, but as Luke admits in 
Episode 1, if Christ came today 
he might be an ass who tests 
our faith. 

So far Sal is testing mine. 
The show's mix of crass hu¬ 
mour and swipes at the cor¬ 
ruption of organized religion 
(“Facts are for cowards," Luke 
says) feels a bit uneasy, as is 
Sal's quest to atone for bully¬ 
ing a boy who ended up kill¬ 
ing himself. 

The show feels freshest 
when Sal’s at his least repent¬ 
ant and his good works are 
accidental.

Nova Scotia native James 
Tupper says being among the 
group of A-list stars on HEO’s 
hit Big Little Lies is the best 
thing that’s happened to his 
career. 

Tupper plays the easygoing 
ex-husband to Reese Wither¬ 
spoon's acerbic character in 
the darkly cornedic murder 
mystery, which creator-writer 
David E. Kelley based on Liane 
Moriarty’s bestselling novel. 

Other cast members on 
the limited series, ■which fol¬ 
lows the complicated lives of 
three mothers after a murder 
in the seaside town of Mon¬ 
terey, Calif, include Nicole Kid¬ 
man. Shatlene Woodley, Laura 
Dent. Zoe Kravitz, Alexander 
Sknrsgard and Adam Scott. 

Tupper says Witherspoon 
slyly established the bitter 
chemistry between their char¬ 
acters, who share custody of 
their daughter, before the cam¬ 
eras even started rolling. 

"She was like, ’Hi, James, 1 
she was very pejorative, a bit 
caustic." he says with a laugh. 

“So we would get into the 
scenes and we’d do them and 
at the very end she opened 
up to me in this lovely way.

The show is making head¬ 
lines for its realistic portrayal 
of domestic violence, based 
on a storyline involving the 
characters played by Kidman 
and Skarsgard. 

“You get a chance to delve 
into the psychology and that's 
one of the things I'm probably 
proudest of," says Tupper. 

“If you get to participate 
with a group of artists and 
make something that's really 
truthful, that's about the 
highest you can go. in my 
opinion.

the surface..,. It's really gnarly." 

Tupper credits a fellow Can¬ 
adian — Quebec's Jean-Marc 
Vallee. who directs the show 
— with giving him the oppor¬ 
tunely. 

“I’ll always be a small-town 
boy from Dartmouth, Nova Sco¬ 
tia," he says from Los Angeles, 
noting his East Coast family is 
practically speechless over his 
success on the show. 

"But just to be in that group 
of names is obviously the best 
thing that's happened to my 
entire career. When you get 
up to that level, I call it the 
NBA level, like the top level — 
everybody is very, very good at 


their job and very open about 
working with people. They 
want the thing to work and 
they’re supportive and give it 
every reason to succeed." 

The former star of Men in 
Trees. Revenge and Aftermath 
says Vallee was his advocate 
from the beginning when 
he auditioned for the role of 
Nathan on Big Little lies.. 

“jean-Marc is one of the 
most open and giving human 
beings and 1 feel like when I 
went in and auditioned for 
this, he was one of the real¬ 
ly big reasons I got it," says 
Tupper.

There is no evidence to sug¬ 
gest that Jason Voorhees was 
employed as a Canadian goalie 
prior to his death by drowning 
in the original Friday the 13th 
jl930) film. 

Indeed, the infamous super¬ 
natural serial killer from Camp 
Crystal Lake only took up his 
scary goalie mask in 19S2*s 
Friday the 13th Part 111 (before 
then, a burlaps sack hid his 
deformed features). 

But Jason was not the first 
scary guy to don Frightening 
facial apparel. Montreal Cana- 
diens goaltender Jacques Plante 
was eager to avoid another 
broken nose when he took to 
the ice on November l h 1959. 


To that end, he wore a crude 
fibreglass mask whose blank 
feamres made him look like an 
early Hannibal Lecter. 

Similarly, St. Catharines* 
GN-hred Boston Bruins goalie 
Gerry Ghee vers used to adorn 
his mask with stitches, ivhile 
Hdmonton native Gary “Bones" 
Bromley Focked a skull-style 
goalie mask during his tenure 
with the Vancouver Canucks 
back in 1961.
